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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of group I in the reply filed on 7/9/07 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground that claims 18-20 are all dependent 
claims and therefore unity of invention is present between the generic claims 7-1 7 and 
21 -23 on the one hand and the dependent claims 18-20 on the other. MPEP § 1850 (II) 
makes clear that the dependency of a claim is sufficient to establish unity of invention. 
This is not found persuasive because unity of invention mandates dependency from 
allowable parent claims. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1 8-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 7-1 0, 3-1 7, and 21 -23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Zapf(US6852937). 
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The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . Zapf 
discloses an inductive position switch apparatus comprising: a gearshift lever or locking 
mechanism 22; an actuator slide 24; a sensor unit 13; and an evaluation circuit 16, 
wherein said sensor unit comprises at least two sensor coils 2 adjacent to one another 
on a printed circuit board (fig. 1) and at least one conductive actuator element 3 applied 
to said actuator slide, the coverage of the conductive actuator element of every two of 
said sensor coils is changeable for changing the inductance of the sensor coils by 
displacing said actuator slide (inductance is reduced because the actuator reduces the 
total flux linking the sensor coil), and the inductance changes of said adjacently applied 
sensor coils initiate switching functions in said evaluation circuit; further comprising a 
multiplexer (fig. 5), the signal evaluation of said sensor coils occurring via said 
multiplexer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over 
Zapf in view of Machul. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1 .131 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .130 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Zapf does not disclose an LC oscillating circuit comprises inductive sensor coils 
adapted for evaluating the resonance frequency of the LC oscillating circuit into which 
the variable inductance enters. Machul shows that an LC oscillating circuit comprising 
inherent inductive sensor coils is an equivalent structure known in the art. Therefore, 
because these two sensors were art-recognized equivalents at the time the invention 
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was made, one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to include an LC 
oscillating circuit in the sensor in Zapf.
